with earth, The authorities: did 
not permit any crosses. or 
{dentification, marks to be put 
on the graves, By that time all 
those who were stilt about to 
work ‘were living In the tents, 
while the Church was con- 
verted into a huge hospital in 
which death daily claimed 
new scores of victims. We, the 
living, were completely in- 
different to everything, com- 
pletely apathetic and listless, 

Since the majority of 
prisoners nvere tyring to evade 
worfe, the guards invented a 
new method of driving. us on, 
In the morning ail prisoners 
had to report to the kitchen in 
person to get their morning 
soup. Once they iad their 
soup they «were driven into a 
ting formed by the guards and 
thelr dogs. ‘Tho foreman read 
out a list of those released from 
work, while ithe remainder, 
whatever their state of “health, 
had to move off, 

Many of them collapsed 
without reaching thelr place 
of work,. Then the. guards, 
using riffe butts ang dogs, 
forced them to thelr feet again. 
This method did not always 
work, ond many of ‘the 
wretches died without: getting 
up. By the middle of February 
the mortality reached a record 
figure—30 to 40 men per day. 
Only 250 to 300 men were able 
to do,some work, and even they 
were hardly alive. - 

In the second half of 
February another Commission 
arived from the Ministry ‘of 
tho Armed ‘ Forces; having 
convinced. themselves of the 
uttor’ Inability of the prisoners 
to carry out the assigned tasks, 
‘they -deckded fo transfer «he 
whole construction project to 
the milltary authorities,

Article 4h of the Statute pro- 
vides that “the Court shall have 
the power to Indicate, If it con- 
siders that the circumstances 50 
require, any provisional men- 
sures which ought to ‘be taken 
to preserve the respective rights 
of ather party. Pending the 
final decision, notice of dhe 
measures suggested shall forth- 
with be given to the partics and 
‘to the Security Councll", 

Article G1 of the 1ules of the 
Court snys, “A request dor the 
indication of interim measures 
of protection shall have priority 
aver all other cases, The deci- 
sion thereon shall be treated as 
a matter of urgency”. -
